THOSE WHO TELL GOD TO MIND 
‘01VN BUSINESS!1 SCORED IN TALK 


Christians who tell God to mind His own business until 
they die, but want Him to be handy then, were scored by 
Dr. M. Howard Fagan, ev angelist, speaking before a large 
audience at the United Presby terian church last night, his 
subject being, “ The Greatest Wonder of the Old Testa­ 
ment.” 
The “ greatest wonder” , he ex plained, was the state­ 
ment in Genesis that God created Man in His own image 
and likeness. 
His Natural Desire 
Man, he said, has a natural de­ 
sire to worship God, and until the 
indiv idual comes into fellowship 
with God he is absolutely incom­ 
plete. 
“ Ev ery man is religious,” 
he said, “ but too many people are 
try ing to be religious without giv ­ 
ing God first place in their re­ 
ligion.” 
“ So-called Christians” in many 
of the churches, “ with all of their 
fine programs and eloquence, their 
magnificent 
temples, 
still 
are 
without God; they leav e Him out 
of it,” said Dr. Fagan. 
Rightful Place 
“ Man shall not liv e by bread 
alone, but by ev ery word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God” 
he quoted. 
“ All these things are 
fine, but if we are to command 
the respect of the world, and the 
blessings of God in our own liv es, 
we must giv e God His rightful 
place in our ev ery -day liv es.” 
Dr. Fagan declared that God 
“ is in eclipse” as far as a lot of 
church people are concerned. He 
has no practical v alue to them 
because they hav e told Him to 


mind His own business until they 
die, then want Him to be handy . 
“ How do y ou ex pect God to honor 
people like that?” he asked. 
“ Get Back to God” 
He quoted Roger Babson 
as 
hav ing said that ev ery period of 
material depression has been pre­ 
ceded by a spiritual depression, 
likewise that ev ery period of ma­ 
terial prosperity has been preced­ 
ed by a great spiritual rev iv al 
and rightness with God. “ Do y ou 
want to hav e prosperity ? Do y ou 
want to get out of this depres­ 
sion?” he challenged. 
“ All right, 
then get back to God!” 
He then pointed out that “ There 
is only one way back to God, and 
that is through the Person of the 
Lord J esus Christ,” referring to 
the Sav ior’s own words: “ No man 
cometh unto the Father but by 
me.” 
Concluding, he said: “ There is 
but one God and only one medi­ 
ator between God and man. And 
that is the man Christ J esus.” 
Dr. Fagan will speak this ev ening 
on the subject, 
“ The Greatest 
Wonder of the New Testament.”

as reported, in return for giving1 
the Negro the opportunity to win 
j 
the title in Chicago, June 22, 1937. 
Braddock’s reward for jumping 
his contract with the Madison 
Sq uare Garden corporation . . . 
tackling Louis instead of Max 
Schmeling . . . was to be 20 per 
cent of the profit on all heavy­ 
weight championship fights pro­ 
moted by the Twentieth Century 
Sporting club for 10 years. 
"And 
now,” 
says 
Braddock, 
“Mike Jacobs is trying to toss me 
a bone.” 
Thus the $104,000 suit filed by 
Joe Gould, manager of Braddock, 
against Jacobs and the Twentieth 
Century 
Sporting 
club. 
The 
agreement calling for Braddock to 
share in the proceeds of heavy­ 
weight championships was made 
between 
Gould 
and 
the 
club. 
Gould never did have a contract 
with Braddock. 
Braddock asserts Gould collect­ 
ed $21,000 for the first year. 
He explains that while he and 
his manager were far from satis­ 
fied inasmuch as Louis boxed be­ 
fore two rich gates—against Tom­ 
my F arr and in his second edition 
with Schmeling—they decided to 
go along without a look at the fig- 
ures. 


Braddock now running around 
the country with scrappers piloted 
by Gould and himself, names P at 
Comiskey and Lee Savold as the 
brightest 
prospective 
opponents 
for Louis. He points out that Sa­ 
vold of St. Paul is the more nearly 
ready, but considers the 20-year- 
old Comiskey of Paterson, N. J., 
the more potentially formidable, 
although a couple of years away.

f They All Applauded 
But One-The Victim

NEW YORK, May 17.— (U P )—‘ 
Some 500 duffers formed an appre­ 
ciative horseshoe around the prac- 
^ H ice tee at the 
Fresh 
Meadow 
Country club as a group of golf’s 
g reatest players gave an exhibi­ 
tion of shot - making before the 
start of the Goodall tournament. 
One after one the men who 
make g olf’s headlines were an­ 
nounced over a loud speaker by 
Horton Smith and with effortless 
grace made the hardest shots ap­ 
pear ridiculously easy. Snead spiit 
the fairway with his mighty drives. 
Little faded 
long 
brassie shots 
onto a distant green. 
Metz’ bit 
low and long into the wind with] 
his irons. 
All Shout But One 
Every one in the crowd clapped 
and whistled and shouted at the 
perfection of the shots. Everyone 
in the crowd save one man, that 
is. The big, blonde fellow, stand­ 
ing in a back row, didn’t get much 
pleasure from the show. 1 watched 
him when Gene Sarazen was an­ 
nounced and stepped onto the tee 
to show his mastery of the No. 4 
wood. 
Sarazen took his stance, swung, 
and the ball, as if on a string, 
sailed 200 yards down the middle. 
There was a burst of applause but 
none of it from the man in the 
back row. A hurt look crossed his 
face and he turned his head and 
muttered. 
"And now,” Smith called through 
the loud speaker, "we have Byron 
Nelson, National Open champion. 
Nelson w ill show you how to hit 
the No. 1 iron.” 
Rifle Shot With Iron 
The gangling Nelson yanked a 
one iron from his bag, dropped a 
ball, set himself, and no rifle shot 
ever went much faster or straight- 
• er than did the ball. The caddy, 
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« iar down the fairway, didn’t have 
¡§ w> move to catch it on the first 
bounce. 
The duffers, knowing the diffi­ 
culties of this shot from a close 
lie, thundered their approval. But 
not the big fellow with the taffy- 
hair. His reaction to Nelson's shot 
was as if the ball had struck *him. 


He winced, and turned his back 
on the tee. 
He didn’t turn around again un­ 
til Smith called Paul Runyan’s 
name. 
"This little fellow’," Smith said 
as Runyan stepped down into a 
sandtrap, "will show you how to 
play the explosion 
shot. 
From 
good lies, bad lies, and buried lies, 
he will explode the ball close to 
the pin.” 
Squirms His Feet 
Runyan squirmed his feet into 
the sand and started swinging his 
wedge. Time and again the ball 
soared from the pit to drop close 
to the pin. 
This exhibition was too much 
for the big fellow in the back row. 
He turned away and started walk-1 
ing toward the clubhouse. 
I followed him, because he is a 
friend of mine, and I knew what 
was-g oing on in his mind. 
The fellow was Craig Wood, and 
the shots that Sarazen, Nelson and 
Runyan 
had 
just 
demonstrated 
were the same shots they had em­ 
ployed to beat Wood out of im­ 
portant championships. 
It was with a No. 4 wood, the] 
same wood he used in the demon-j 
stration in fact, that Sarazen holed 
out on the fifteenth hole for a 
double eagle deuce in the masters'; 
tournament at Augusta in 1935. ; 
That sensational shot cost Wood; 
the tournament after he already 
had been given the check and ac­ 
cepted congratulations. 
Painful Memories 
The No. 1 iron shot that Nelson 
fired in the exhibition was a du­ 
plicate of the one he sank for an 
eagle deuce in the second play-off 
round with Wood in the National 
Open at Philadelphia last, year.; 
That eagle was the deciding factor! 
in the match and Nelson went on 
to win. 
Runyan’s explosion shots were 
the same deadly recoveries he used 
against Wood in the final round 
of the P. G. A. championship at 
Buffalo in 1934. He laid one dead 
to the pin on the 38th hole to 
defeat Craig. 
So it's little wonder that he 
didn’t like the exhibition. They 
brought back too painful memories.

tail were moving this week.

fish were reported not more than 
30 minutes cruise offshore, and

fishermen 
predicted one of the strongest 
yell.owt.ail runs in history off this 
coast during the next few weeks. 
Most spectacular catch of the 
week was E. S. Vandemark's Bo­ 
nita, which weighed 28 pounds 
when hooked. 
This is far better 
than the previous record for bo- 
nita in local waters, about 16 
pounds. 
Vandermark came from 
Burbank to make the catch.

DOWN TO EARTH 
Ch ronic spendth rifts alway s ru n into trou ble. 
Th erefore, it is not su rprising th at th e Federal 
gov ernment is beginning to notice gath ering 
clou ds on th e fiscal h orizon. 
Gov ernments, like 
indiv idu als, mu st pay interest on borrowed money . 
And th e more money borrowed, th e greater th e 
accu mu lation of interest pay able. Wh en a debtor 
ceases to pay interest, h is credit standing prompt­ 
ly collapses. 
Th e annu al interest bill on th e Federal debt is 
cu rrently abou t $1,100,000,000. Th is is a sizeable 
su m ev en in th ese day s of billion-dollar appropria­ 
tions. 
And th e interest problem mu st grow 
steadily more seriou s as ou r "ch ronic spendth rift" 
policy continu es. Meanwh ile it continu es to serv e 
as a down-to-earth reminder th at gov ernment is 
like th e rest of u s. Its ex istence as a going con­ 
cern depends u pon its credit standing. 
It mu st 
meet its ju st obligations, u ltimately pay its debts 
—or collapse, dragging with it millions of h ard 
working citizens into th e sh ambles of bankru ptcy 
and despair. 


POLITICS AND FORDS 
George Kidwell, director of th e State Depart­ 
ment of Indu strial Relations, amazed an assemb­ 
ly inv estigating committee a few day s ago by 
blandly admitting th at h e was opposed to th e 
pu rch ase of Ford cars for h is department be­ 
cau se: "Kenry Ford is an enemy of th e working 
people of California.” 
If Mr. Kidwell h ad said th at h e preferred th e 
performance of a Ply mou th , or a Ch ev rolet, or 
ev en th at h e h ankered for a Bu ick or a Cadillac, 
we wou ld remain strictly neu tral. 
For we cer­ 
tainly h av e no desire to get into an argu ment ov er 
th e respectiv e merits of th e v ariou s makes of au ­ 
tomobiles. 
Th e place for th at is in th e adv er­ 
tising colu mns. 
Bu t wh en th e h ead of a State department, 
su pported by pu blic tax fu nds, seeks to ban any 
make of car becau se of th e policies or politics of 
th e manu factu rer, th at’s a h orse of anoth er color. 
Mr. Ford isn’t th e enemy of th e working people 
of California—any more th an any oth er maker 
of au tomobiles is th eir enemy . 
It is h igh time 
for men in pu blic office to abandon th eir 
h y p o ­ 
critical preach ments th at employ ers are "en­ 
emies" of th eir employ es. And no one sh ou ld u n­ 
derstand th at any better th an a director of in­ 
du strial relations. 
Apparently Mr. Kidwell is th e wrong man for 
th e place.

THE LOAD IS TOO HEAVY 
(Kansas City Star) 


U ith one-fifth of th e popu lation su pported in 
wh ole or in part by th e federal gov ernment and 
witji still oth ers dependent u pon aid from state and 
local gov ernment, we cannot consider ou rselv es 
th e fortu nate and prosperou s nation we ou gh t to be 
ev en with ou r temporary secu rity at least from th e 
cost of war. 
Th e latest tabu lation of figu res corresponds 
with prev iou s su rv ey s. 
It is prepared by th e 
National Small Bu siness Men’s association, wh ich 
certainly h as a sou nd reason for looking into th e 
facts. For bu siness large and small and ev ery citi­ 
zen of wh atsoev er relations h as genu ine grou nd for 
concern ov er th e matter. 
Th e sh owing is th at abou t 26 million persons 
in approx imately 11 million families are getting 
month ly ch ecks for some degree of su pport from 
th e federal treasu ry . In addition it is fou nd th at 
abou t 1,700,000 cases (av eraging th ree to fou r per­ 
sons each ) are on th e direct relief rolls of states 
and local commu nities. Th is takes no accou nt of 
cou rse of local ch arity cases th rou gh ou t th e cou n­ 
try . 
Th e big consideration of all th is is not th e qu ite 
possible argu ment as to th e u nworth iness of cer­ 
tain parts of th e assistance. It is rath er th e fact 
that the total is so immense and is a h eav y load 
upo n the cou ntry ’s resou rces. So long as it ex ists

Th ere is noth ing more important to mankind 
th an equ al freedom.

tarily and, consequ ently , is not free. 
Equ al sacrifice wou ld mean th at th ose h av ing 
th e righ t to ju dge as to wh at equ al sacrifice 
meant wou ld or mu st h av e th e au th ority , to tell 
each indiv idu al wh at portion of h is time sh ou ld 
be dev oted as a sacrifice to su pport th e gov ­ 
ernment, or society , and also wou ld h av e to 
h av e th e au th ority to determine wh eth er th e in­ 
div idu al was u sing h is time to th e best of h is 
ability and efficiency . 
And again, su pporting a good gov ernment sh ou ld 
be no sacrifice. 
It sh ou ld be th e best inv est­ 
ment each man can make becau se th e gov ern­ 
ment sh ou ld only do th e th ings th at it can do 
with less effort th an indiv idu als can do th em th em­ 
selv es. 
And th e gov ernment sh ou ld nev er at­ 
tempt to do someth ing th at gentlemen, or people 
wh o believ e in u niv ersal principles, do not want 
done. 
Wh en it does do th ings th at people wh o 
believ e in u niv ersal principles do not want done, 
th en it is v iolating th e v ery pu rpose of gov ern­ 
ment of protecting man’s life, liberty and th e 
fru its of h is labor. 
Freed o m Wins 
Th e equ al sacrifice th eory is abou t th e same 
th eory as th e ability to pay th eory of tax ation. 
It means socialism, lack of freedom, lack of 
equ ality of righ ts and ev entu ally th e loss of th e 
gov ernment itself as an indiv idu al u nit of people 
wh o u ndertake to make each man contribu te 
according to h is ability or on th e equ al sacrifice 
th eory . 
Th e gov erning of people practicing th e 
equ al sacrifice th eory will be taken ov er ev entu al­ 
ly by some grou p of people wh o practice th e 
equ ality of freedom th eory rath er th an equ ality 
of sacrifice th eory ; becau se equ ality of freedom 
will permit all th e talents to be u sed, wh ile 
equ ality of sacrifice will stifle th e talents of in­ 
div idu als wh o are more creativ e and form a 
gov ernment controlled by th e majority or a dic­ 
tator and su bstitu te th eir will in distribu ting 
th e fru its of labor in place of th e indiv idu al’s 
will wh o creates th e th ings society wants.

h is dictatorial, arbitrary , u nknown and u nknow­ 
able will as to h ow it sh ou ld be done. 
It is no wonder we h av e ch aos, wars, u nem­ 
ploy ment, u nnecessary misery and su ffering, wh en 
we h av e permitted men of th is ch aracter to go 
among u s with th eir h eads u p, th eir ch ests ou t 
and getting away with fooling th e great mass 
of people wh o do not u nderstand motiv es and th e 
need of eternal principles, i.e. God.

y early becoming more so. Indu s­ 
try is ju st as mu ch of a profes­ 
sion and ju st as mu ch an arm of 
defense as th e army and nav y —a 
"th ird colu mn.” Ou r first step is 
to recru it some indu strial brains.

th e plan is: Ou tflank, Dev elop, 
Destroy . 
To th is, th e Nazis h av e added 
some streamlining of th eir own, 
namely th e “locu sts" or parach u te 
troops, wh ose objectiv e is to get 
into th e enemy ’s radio and tele­ 
graph offices, disru pt commu ni­ 
cations, and cau se as mu ch con­ 
fu sion as possible 
beh ind 
th e 
lines. 
Fifth Co lumn 
Confu sion also h as been creat­ 
ed by Nazi agents sent to Hol­ 
land in adv ance. Th e Du tch gov ­ 
ernment h ad realized th e pres­ 
ence of th ese spies and done its 
best to detect th em. 
Many of 
th em were dressed in th e u niform 
of Du tch soldiers, and in order to 
spot th at, su dden and secret or­ 
ders were issu ed'su ch as: "Be­ 
tween 2 p. m. and 5 p. m. no 
soldier sh all salu te an officer.”

ic illiterates. 
An understanding o f the Intricate 
pro cesses o f business is no t essen­ 
tial to the ex ercise o f co nstitutio nal 
judicial regulatio n o f business a ctiv ­ 
ities. But the go v ernment at Wash­ 
ingto n no lo nger co nfines its a ctiv ­ 
ities to co nstitutio nal, judicial regu­ 
latio n. It is mo re and mo re taking 
o v er, witho ut co nstitutio nal autho r­ 
ity , the purely eco no mic functio n o f 
directing specifically the eco no mic 
pro cesses o f pro ductio n and distribu­ 
tio n. In the ex ercise o f this functio n 
o f directio n fo r which they hav e had 
neither 
ex perience 
no r 
adequate 
training go v ernm ent o fficials demo n- 
• strate in a mo st co nspicuo us way that 
bo ldness that belo ngs to unco nscio us 
igno rance. It is a case o f an unusual­ 
ly stupid bull in an ex trem ely co stly 
china sho p. 
The Wages-Ho urs Law is a go o d 
ex am ple o f this eco no mic-business 
illiteracy . The fix ing o f wages and 
ho urs o f labo r is a purely eco no mic 
functio n, and do es no t belo ng to go v ­ 
ernment, under the Co nstitutio n. This 
* functio n in no way co mes under the 
co nstitutio nal judicia l regulatio n o f 
business. In ex ercising the purely 
eco no mic functio n that belo ngs to 
priv ate business under the Co nstitu­ 
tio n, the go v ernm ent fix es the m ini­ 
mum wage at 40 cents an ho ur. The 
purpo se o f this law is to raise the 
wages o f all wo rkers, men, wo men, 
bo y s and girls, who are no w receiv ­ 
ing 20, 25 , 30, o r 35 cents an ho ur up 
to a minimum o f 40 cents an ho ur, in 


o rder that the liv ing co nditio ns o f 
these peo ple may be raised and a 
“ m y sterio us 
burden” 
may 
be 
re­ 
mo v ed fro m interstate co mmerce. 
No w, ev ery o ne who is no t cursed 
with eco no mic illiteracy kno ws that 
wo rkers are div ided into gro ups o n 
the basis o f their pro ductiv e capac­ 
ity , and that o n the o pen co m peti­ 
tiv e market each wo rker receiv es in 
wages appro x imately the v alue o f his 
pro ductiv e po wer. The wo rkers o f 
lo w 
pro ductiv e 
po wer pro duce 
a 
v alue o f 20 cents an ho ur; mo re effi­ 
cient untrained wo rkers receiv e 25 
* 
and 30 cents an ho ur. Tho se o f grea t- 
£ 
er pro ductiv e efficiency receiv e 35 
and 40 cents an ho ur. All are paid 
o n the same basis, and each receiv es 
appro x imately the v alue o f his pro ­ 
ductiv e capacity . 
The representativ es o f the go v ern­ 
ment who suppo rt the Wages-Ho urs 
Law claim that this law will raise 
the wages o f tho se who are receiv ing 
20, 25, 30 , and 35 cents to 40 cents an 
ho ur. It is easy fo r po liticians to 
capitalize the igno rance o f tho se o f 
small pro ductiv e po wer, and make 
them believ e that their wages may 
be do ubled by law. It wo uld be just 
as lo gical to claim that a law fix ing 
the minimum price o f chickens o n 
the market at $1.00 wo uld co mpel 
co nsumers to pay $1.00 fo r “ scrub 
chickens” that hav e a real v a lue o f 
40 cents. Such a law, o f co urse, wo uld 
clo se the markets to the pro ducers 
o f inferio r chickens and giv e a mo ­ 
no po ly priv ilege to the pro ducers o f 
high grade chickens. The lo gical ef­ 
fect o f the minimum wage o f 40 
cents an ho ur will be to clo se the 
do o rs o f emplo y ment to that great 
army o f untrained and slo w wo rkers 
o f small pro ductiv e po wer who are 
no w earning their liv ing as inde­ 
pendent American citizens. By tak­ 
ing fro m these untrained wo rkers 
their co nstitutio nal right o f freedo m 
o f co ntract, the minimum wage law 
co nfers a mo no po ly priv ilege o n the 
skilled wo rkers o f the labo r unio ns. 
The measure is in the interest o f the 
stro ng at the ex pense o f the weak 
and unfo rtunate. 
If we are go ing to repudiate all 
co nstitutio nal pro tectio n o f funda­ 
mental rights, and giv e the go v ern­ 
ment po wer to direct che eco no mic k 
pro cesses o f business, so mething must 
be do ne to pro tect o ur industrial sy s­ 
tem against eco no mic illiteracy is 
go v ernment.
